The Methodist Ministerial Association of Winnipeg, at a general 
meeting Monday, adopted this memorial to the Dominion premier :

Dear Sir,—At the meeting of © .¢ Methodist Ministerial Associ- 
ation of the City of Winnipeg, Monday October 25, the following 
resolution, moved by Rev. J, E, Hughsen, of Grace Church, seconded 
by Rev. S. G. Bland, of Wesley College, was unanimously 
adopted:
